Resolved by the legislature of the State of Minnesota:

That the people of this State view with the greatest
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abhorrence and indignation, the efforts made by active
and leading traitors, to bring abont a separation of the
North-western States from other portions of the country,
with a view of an alliance with the Rebel States. That
we regard it as an infamous libel npon the honor, integ-
rity, and patriotism of onr people, no matter from what-
ever quarter it may emenate, to assert that they will
assent to a separation of the Union, and especially that
they will ever yield to the payment of the slightest tariff
or tribute to any power on earth, for the privilege of
navigating that great national channel of commerce, the
Mississippi river. The source of this stream, togethor
with the head of navigation being within our own State JV**"4*0

limits, and regarding the right to the use of its coramer- tm^v^
rial advantages, without obstruction, to the Gulf of tern confederacy
Mexico, as having long since been secured to us by the wain relation to
well established usages and principles of the laws of
nations, we shall inflexibly adhere and maintain the
same in war as well as in peace.

Resolved, That we denounce any and all projects and
schemes, contemplating a separation of the East from
the West, and the formation of a North-western Con-
federacy, as being the vile work of treason, and as inten-
ded to give aid and comfort to the present uncalled for
and wicked rebellion.

fiesolved, That our hearts have been thrilled with joy
on reading the late patriotic addresses and resolutions of
different regiments belonging to the Grand Army of the
Union. That in the lofty and heroic spirit of determin-
ation therein exhibited, our faith is increased in the ulti-
mate and complete triumph of our cause—that the splen-
did example of these veterans in the field, is worthy of
imitation in all quarters of the land, and places the na-
tion nnder a debt of gratitude to them that time cannot
efface; and further, we are solemnly bound, out of re-

f ard for the memory of that long list of martyrs who
ave already fallen in this great struggle for national ex-

istence, never to abandon the prosecution of this war until
the Federal Flag floats over, and is acknowledged as the
symbol of supreme national authority, in every State
and Oounty now comprised within the bounds of the
so-called Southern Confederacy.
